A careful scanning of the catalogue 
reveals but a total of 46 different 
stamps which picture Automobiles or 
other Automotive Vehicles. 

If you are a business man in the 
Automotive Business, a complete col- 
lection of these stamps, properly writ- 
ten up, framed and hung in your sales 
room will benefit you much, as stamps 
are attracting attention today and 
such a display will doubtless find you 
new friends. 

The list is not large as it contains 
but 19 stamps picturing Motor Cars 
and Trucks; 11 with Motorcycles; 11 
Tractors; 4 Steam Rollers and 1 
Steam Shovel. 

In picking the stamps to be classi- 
fied as Automotive Stamps I have 
selected those that show wheeled or 
caterpillar tread and which move on 
land without the aid of rails or 
cables, under their own power.

MICHIGAN CENTENNIAL STAMP 

Official announcement of approval 
of a stamp to commemorate the state- 
hood centennial of Michigan has been 
made. The stamp likely will be of 
3c denomination and date of issue 
about November 1. 

It will be remembered that early 
in January bills were introduced into 
the House of Representatives by Carl 
E. Mapes and Frank E. Hook, repre- 
sentatives from Michigan, asking Con- 
gressional Authorization for issuance 
of postage stamps honoring the cen- 
tennial of Statehood of the State of 
Michigan, with a similar resolution 
being put before the Senate by Sena- 
tor James Couzens. 

The Governor of Michigan issued a 
proclamation designating the period 
from January 26, 1935 through Jan- 
uary 26, 1937 for celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the adoption of 
the constitution and the organization 
of the government of the State of 
Michigan in 1835, and the admission 
of Michigan into the Union as a State 
on January 26, 1837. 

The Michigan Historical Commis- 
sion at Lansing has put out a booklet 
filled with interesting data about the 
State and State History. It is under- 
stood that copies were available for 
distribution, but it is not known 
whether or not the supply is exhaust- 
ed. However, if interested, we would 
suggest that you write to the Com- 
mission for a copy. 

The same exploration trip that car- 
ried Jean Nicolet through Wisconsin 
also took him across part of Michi- 
gan in 1634. Jesuit missionaries fol- 
lowed and the first permanent settle- 
ments were made by Fathers Dablon 
and Marquette in 1668 and 1671, at 
Sault Sainte Marie and Michilimack- 
inac. 

An act of Congress, approved March 
3, 1931, provides for the establish- 
ment of a National Park on Isle

AIR MAIL 


The formal request of the American 
Air Mail Society to the Post Office 
Department for the issuance of the 
16c Special Delivery Air Mail stamp 
in a bi-colored form has been de- 
clined. Their Convention meets in 
Washington in Mid-August and there 
probably is not sufficient time to pre- 
pare the necessary plates and designs 
for a bi-colored issue. 

ELECTRIC EYE 

The “electric eye” process of per- 
forating is still in the public eye. 
It is interesting to note that the most 
recent list of plates issued by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
indicates that during the month of 
June, the only plates made during 
the entire month were for the 2c or- 
dinary 1922 issue to be used on the 
electric eye device. There are nine 
of these plates on the list, numbered 


consecutively from 21416 through 
21424, 
Plates sent to press during the 


month include two for the electric 
eye, the ordinary 2c 1922 issue with 
numbers 21399 and 21402, printing 
starting on June 7. The only other 
new plates sent to press during June 
were 21373 and 21374, ordinary 3c 
postage stamps of the 1932 issue, 
printing starting on June 14. 


High Value Air Stamps 


The success of the experimental 
flights from California to Hawaii in- 
dicate the opening of a regular service 
over that route and it is most likely 
that should this be done that there 
will be some special high value air 
stamps issued for the route. 

With the use of much high value 
postage on present air routes, it would 
have seemed appropriate that some 
high value stamps should have been 
issued before this time.

United States imperforate stamps 
that were regularly issued are few 
in number and offer an interesting 
field for specialization although stocks 
throughout the country are rapidly 
being depleted. 


Starting with the 1902 issue we 
have the le Franklin (314), the 5c, 


Lincoln (320) and the 2¢ Shield (320). 
These were all regularly issued for 
sale to mailing machine companies 
who privately coiled and perforated 
them for use in their own vending 
machines. In addition to the above, 
several sheets of the 4c Grant (303) 
were also issued imperforate but none 
were saved for collectors in this con- 
dition and only about 15 copies are 
known bearing the Shermack vending 
machine perforation.

partment. (631) was issued origin- 
ally for vending machine companies 
but the wide spacing between the 
panes made it impossible for them 
to be so used. Therefore, instead 
of being destroyed as they should 
have been, they were placed on sale 
only at the Agency for collectors. This 
was the only breach in what might 
be called “collector confidence” for 
a long period of time. That is the 
seven years which elapsed before the 
beginning of the Farley Follies with 
the Century of Progress imperfor- 
ates. 

The history of imperforates since 
then is too recent for any further 
| discussion except to say that it is 
universally hoped that the practice 
,has been stopped. The collector’s 
only current problem is what to do 
with all the privately perforated Far- 
ley scrap that is being used for post- 
age. The answer is:—weed it out 
and destroy it. This will probably 
plague the hobby for years but such 
items can never be called collectible 
varieties so the sooner they are dis- 
covered and put in the wastebasket 
the better will be the value of the reg- 
ularly perforated stamps. 





Stamp Finds 





A Columbus collector recently made 
a real find which proves that there 
are still opportunities for those that 
have the nose to smell them out. This 
find was made at Somerset, Ohio, a 
town about 40 miles from Columbus 
and consisted of several large cartons 
full of correspondence from pre stamp 
days up into the 60’s.

Official Cremation 





On the 14th of May, a little cere- 
mony passed unnoticed to the Press 
and the general public, but which is 
of keenest interest to the collector of 
Canadian postage stamps, and this 
group will be glad to know that the 
job was carried out faithfully by those 
who were charged with the duty of 
seeing that it was effectually done. 

The scene was a big steel plant 
near the City of Ottawa, Canada. In 
the late afternoon a small group of 
officials and brawny steel workers 
gathered around a huge electric fur- 
nace registering nearly three thousand 
degrees Farenheit and witnessed, 
through densely colored glasses, the 
melting down of nearly a ton of steel- 
engraved dies, transfer-wheels and 
rotary and curved plates from which 
Canadian postage stamps and posta 
stationery have been manufactured 
during the past five years by the 
British American Bank Note Company 
under their Government contract 
which expired on Mar. 31, 1935. 

Representatives of the Post Office 
Department and the Auditor General 
of Canada, as well as of the Bank 
Note Company, individually checked 
the die-blocks, transfer-wheels and 
plates, and satisfied themselves that 
each item was thrown into the de- 
vouring white-hot inferno. A few 
minutes later the furnace door was 
reopened and the officials saw the 
half-melted fragments of steel floating 
about in a seething pool of flame too 
dazzling for the naked eye. In half 


an hour the furnace was uptilted and|° 


an intensely bright stream of molten 
steel poured out into a ladle which 
was swiftly transported into the shad- 
owy recesses of the foundry. Another 
chapter in Canadian philately had 
passed into history. ********#*** 
The dies and other material destroy- 
ed on the 14th of May included not 
only those relating to the regular 
issues but also those of the commem- 
oratives such as the “Royal William” 
and Postal Union 5c, the Jacques Car- 
tier 3c, the United Empire Loyalists 
10c. and the New Brunswick 2c.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Von Steuben Stamp 





The 200th anniversary of the birth of Baron 
Frederick Wilhelm Von Steuben was most fittingly 
honored on September 17, 1930, by the issue of a 2c 
commemorative stamp bearing a picture of him taken 
from a plaque by the sculptor Karl Dautert, which 
is on a tablet in the town of Magdeburg, Prussia, 


Von Steuben’s birthplace. 

He arrived at Washington’s headquarters at Valley 
Forge in December, 1777, during the gloomiest time 
of the Revolution, was made Inspector General with 
the rank of Major General, and soon began the task 
of drilling the ragged troops into a disciplined army. 
His drill regulations are still substantially the ones 
used in the American army, and his effective work 
had an immense effect on the spirits, morale and effi- 
ciency of the army. 


The 2c—General Von Steuben—appeared on Sep- 
tember 17, 1930, in carmine rose and bright and deep 
carmine rose, flat plate, perf. 11, no wmk., and there 
is one major variety, an unperforated one. A part 
perf. sheet was found by a clerk in the postoffice at 
Midland, Texas, which was returned to Washington 
and destroyed, but a fully unperforated pane was sold 
there to a local hotel. The hotel used some 70 copies 
and then returned the balance to be exchanged for 
perforate copies. Those turned in were also sent to 
Washington and destroyed, and none of those used 
have ever been found. However, another full pane 
of unperforated stamps from plate 20269 was found 
in the state of Washington, and later put on the 
market in blocks. 


66,487,000 of the stamps were issued from plates 
20267 to 20270 and 20281 to 20284. 


First day covers are from New York City, Septem- 
ber 17, 1930, and next day the stamp went on sale 
at the Agency. 


The 2c Pulaski 





Another foreign nobleman, Count Casimir Pulaski, 
was honored by the issuing of this stamp on January 
16, 1931, to commemorate the 150th anniversary of 
his death, which occurred on October 11, 1779, the 
delay being due to the unwillingness of the Postmaster 
General to put out another commemorative, although 


first requested to do so by a resolution of Congress 
in 1929. 


Count Pulaski had lost everything in his fight against 
Russia for the freedom of Poland. He came to 
America in 1777 and enlisted as a volunteer officer, 
For conspicuous bravery in the Battle of Brandywine 
he was made a Brigadier General, later organized 
and led a command of his own against the British 
at Savannah, was mortally wounded, and died a few 
days later on board an American vessel and was buried 
at sea as one of our heroes. 


The 2c—Pulaski—was issued January 16, 1931, 
flat plate, perf. 11, no wmk., and is recorded in carmine 
rose, bright carmine rose, deep carmine rose and car- 
mine lake, with no known minor varieties. ‘The 
portrait is taken from an etching by H. B. Hall in 
Jones’ “History of Georgia.” 


96,559,400 were issued from plates 20416 to 20427, 


First day covers are from Buffaio, Brooklyn and 
New York, Chicago, Gary and South Bend, Indiana, 
Cleveland and Toledo, Detroit, Milwaukee, Pitts- 
burgh and Savannah. 


The Red Cross Stamp 





The 50th birthday of our national organization, 
The American Red Cross, was honored on May 21, 
1931, by the issue of this striking bicolored stamp, but 
strangely the face of Clara Barton, its founder, does 
not appear on the stamp, although two designs were 
prepared that carried it. Instead, and for the first 
time, a living person was pictured on one of our 
stamps, the design being taken from a Red Cross 
poster, “The Greatest Mother in the World,” for 
which a model had posed. 


The 2c—Red Cross Nurse— was issued on May 
21, 1931, in black and red, flat plate, perf 11, no wmk. 
There is a scarce double transfer and some other un- 
important minor varieties. ‘The frame appears in gray 
black or black and the cross in carmine rose, carmine 
lake and lake. 


99,074,600 of the stamps were issued from frame 
plates 20434 to 41, 20450 to 57, 20466 to 69, 20514 
to 16, and 20525. Vignette plates 20445 to 49, 20489 
to 20503 were used. 


Besides the plate number and position blocks there 
are complete right and left arrow blocks, half right 
and half left and top and bottom blocks, and right and 
left half center line blocks. 


First day covers are from Dansville, N. Y., where 
the first Chapter of the Red Cross was organized, 
and Washington, D. C., its present headquarters.

Airmail News for Cover 
Collectors 


By C. A. HUNTER, Syracuse, Nebr. 


The airport at Port Jervis, N. Y. 
was dedicated on July 6-7, 1935, with 
a circular cachet in black applied to 
covers showing the junction of three 
states. Covers were mailed at the 
Newark Air Mail Field Station on 
July 7, none seen bearing the post- 
mark of the 6th or that of Port Jervis. 
One cover is autographed by Annette 
Gipson. Can anyone report covers of 
the 6th or posted at Port Jervis? 


Ventura Co., Calif. dedication covers 
were also cacheted by the American 
Legion and C. of C. but as yet we 
have not seen any by these two bodies. 
The L. A. cover club applied a cachet 
as reported last week to 117 airmail 
covers and 41 regular. The cachet 
by the American Legion and C. of C. 
was applied to 851 covers. All mailed 
at Oxnard. 


Thomasville, Ga. will dedicate on 
August 8 and 9, 1935 and covers to 
C. of C. 


Island airport dedication at Dubu- 
que, Iowa slated for July 4 has been 
postponed and covers to Edwin Lee 
Lyons, % Brown’s Business College, 
317-319 West Jefferson St., Rockford, 
Ill. 

Marshfield, Ore. has not been dedi- 
cated and date indefinite. 

Vincennes, Ind. states no definite 
date set but C. of C. will hold covers. 

Pratt, Kansas may dedicate this 
fall. 

Postal Bulletin states that effective 
June 22, West Yellowstone, Mont. 
was embraced on AM 19. No P.O.D. 
cachet was furnished. Dedication cov- 
ers are first flight covers and W. E. 
Chapin says that 300 were north- 
bound and 1490 southbound. This 
flight also carried other pieces of mail 
besides air mail letters. 

The postmaster at Moran, Mich. has 
forwarded all covers to Escanaba, 
Mich. for forthcoming dedication 
there. 


Lisbon, N. H. will be embraced for 
airmail service as soon as port is in 
shape. 

Bar Harbor, Me. was embraced on 
July 1. Nothing said about cachets. 

Neosho, Mo. says no dedication 
planned but may have one later. 

Columbus, Ind. dedicated on June 
17 with 7-line cachet in blue-black. . . 
Rensselaar, Ind. dedicated June 19 
with or without typed cachet. . .Farm- 
land, Ind. dedicated on June 22 with 
typed cachet on 53 covers. . 385 
covers were mailed for Portland, Ind. 
dedication on June 22. Brinkley, 
Ark. dedicated June 22-23 with 5-line 
blue and 6-line black printed cachet 
and 97 and 103 mailed respectively. 


Dedication Covers 

The question has arisen in regards 
to dedication covers. Some ask about 
those to which the cachet has been ap- 
plied and which are prepaid regular 
rate—3c. The catalogers have ruled 
that only those covers which bear the 
regular airmail rate of postage are 
classed as dedication covers. Most 
collectors have followed this decree 
and only those covers which have been 
prepaid at the regular airmail rate 
are listed. 

If you are a cachet cover collector 
and the cachet director places his 
cachet on your ordinary covers which 
is his privilege, that is your business 
but your cover means nothing to the 
airport dedication cover collector. So 
the best plan is to place airmail post- 
age on your covers, and this rate is 6c. 


The American Cover Club an- 
nounced that Francis H. James’ ca- 
chet for the dedication of Hamilton 
Field mailed from Ignacio, Calif. 
ranked first for the dedication class 
and for air events, the cachet for the 
first night flight from Chicago to Twin 
Cities and Seattle and the Wyandotte 
Philatelic Society for Dr. Brock’s 2000 
daily flight tied for first place.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA—Mr. R. Roberts fur- 
nishes us with some interesting data on the 
two stamps we chronicled June 29th. 

The cylinder is seven stamps wide, but the 
top row of the sheet contains only one stamp 
and six blank perforated spaces. Above the 
top single stamp is a line dividing and a roul- 
etting where the cylinder is joined and the 
sheets are cut off similar to our U. S. rot- 
ary stamps. He states that he does not know 
the length of the sheet, but there are at least 
13 rows, perhaps more, and he cannot under- 
stand the significance of the single stamp in 
the top row. The largest piece he has seen 
is 13 rows, and if this is a complete sheet, 
as issued, it contains the curious number of 85 
to the sheet or 170 to the cylinder, which 
would make it the same size as the Swedish 
stamps. If it should contain 5 more rows, 
that would make a single sheet of 120 stamps 
or double sheet of 240 stamps, but even this is 
an odd number for a country with decimal 
coinage.

Mr. Roberts also advises us that the two 
stamps above will probably be used entirely 
for aerial postage purposes by the big mining 
companies for forwarding gold by registered 
air mail. He also states that he had a visitor 
in the person of the Treasurer of New Guinea 
who explained that all this gold is forwarded 
to Australia by registered air mail, which is 
the cheapest method of transportation. The 
gold is compressed into bricks of 750 ounces 
on which the postage is 314 pence per ounce. 
approximately 11 Pounds per brick; some 
bricks contain more than 750 ounces. Pro. 
duction of gold in the territory last year was 
over 200,000 ounces and has largely increased 
since then.

The 
post office inspectors are on the alert, 
and when postmasters turn over such 
requests to them, collectors may ex- ° 
pect to hear from the inspectors soon- 
er or later. It is trusted that none of 
my readers will offend in this way 
both for their own sake as well as for 
that of others. The large number of 
each issue should insure an ample sup- 
ply being obtained in time. The chance 
of an item being rare is very small as 
it is only in a very small per cent of 
cases where circumstances will result 
in a Liberty or Kingsport.
